They did not
attempt in any way to cateh votes for
the proposition, probably firuring that
it was a hopeless job, and that any-
thing they might say would be used
against them., The company's attitude
has been that the franchise didn't
grant any rights or privileges except
the right to do business in Alliance.
The exchunge here is in need of some
improvements and certain extensions
are badly needed. These have been
held up until some sort of a fran-
chise has been granted. The com-
pany’s attitude has been that without
a franchise it couldn't put up a pole
or string a wire, and while they have
not held strietly to this interpretution,
they haven't spent any great amount
of money here. One official mentioned
the fact that Allinnce was down for
some $25,000 worth of improvements
provided the franchise carried, but this
bait didn't tempt the ecouncil and
wasn't offered to the public

“We'll stay in Alliance until we're
ordered to leave, I suppose, * said one
official, “but undoubtedly the company
will spend just as little money as it
has to until such time as we get a
franchise.”
